Committee have not thought it necessary to take 
evidence. 

In the case of the Petitions from Westminster, 
Pimlico, Hackney, and City of London, to which 
the attention of your Committee has been more 
particularly directed, it has been proved that 
George Morris Mitchell was engaged by Mr. Strutt 
to procure signatures at a remuneration of 1 d. per 
signature, and that he was assisted in so doing by 
his clerk, Powell Marshal’, and hy Henry White- 
head. It has been proved that a great proportion 
of these signatures are forgeries; and among the 
number so forged are to be found the names of five 
officials of the Houses of Parliament, and of other 
persons, residing in their immediate vicinity, who 
appeared before your Committee and declared that 
they gave no authority for affixing their names, 
and that their names were so affixed without their 
knowledge. 

It appears that Mr. Strutt furnished to Mitchell 
a printed form of Petitions, and that to Petitions 
thus framed, while under the control of Mitchell, 
forged signatures were attached. The Expert 
having examined the 18 Petitions to which refer- 
enc? has been made, and “ carefully compared the 
signatures thereto attached with the genuine hand- 
writing of Mitchell as exhibited in a signature of 
the said Petition, and to two receipts for money, 
and to a letter purporting to have been written by 
Mitchell, marked A,” reports in the following

It has not been proved to your Committee that 
Mr. Strutt was personally engaged in any of these 
frauds; but your Committee would nevertheless 
desire strongly to reprobate the mode which he 
adopted with Mitchell, of remunerating him at 1d.

From the Evidence taken by your Committee, 
it appears that the storing of water for manu- 
facturing and other purposes in large reservoirs 
is always dangerous, and that sometimes great 
loss of life and great destruction of property 
have been occasioned by accidents to such reser- 
voirs; and your Committee therefore deem it the 
duty of the Legislature to protect the public, as 
far as circumstances permit, from the possibility 
of such mischief; and in order to point out what 
in the opinion of your Committee ought to be the 
scope and object of legislation in this matter, they 
have agreed to submit to the House the following 
propositions : 

1. That in all cases in which it is proposed 
to construct a large reservoir, the undertakers 
shall submit to the Home Office or the Board 
of Trade, as may hereafter be determined, 
plans and sections of the site selected for such 
reservoir, and of the works to be erected, and 
also descriptions of the mode of construc- 
tion. 

2. That in all such cases it should be the 
duty of the Home Office or Board of Trade 
to send a competent person to such site, in 
order to verify and report upon such plans, 
and sections and descriptions. 

3. That it should be the duty of the Home 
Office or the Board of Trade to submit such 
plans, sections and descriptions, together with 
the observations of the person so sent, to any 
Select Committee appointed by either House 
of Parliament to consider any Bill by which 
powers are to be given to construct the con- 
templated works. 

4. That it shall be the duty of the Home 
Office or the Board of Trade to send some 
competent person to inspect and report upon 
the works that are being constructed, so that 
if there be any glaring deviation from the 
rules laid down either by any Private Act 
under which the reservoir inspected may be 
constructed, or by any general Act respecting 
waterworks that may be passed, the deviation 
may be made known to the Home Office or 
the Board of Trade. And it seems im- 
portant, in order that competent inspectors 
should be employed by the Government, that 
they should receive ample remuneration for 
their labour and services. 

5. That when any reservoir which has been 
inspected as above is completed, the under- 
takers shall be bound to give due notice of 
such completion to the Home Office or the 
Board of Trade. And that such reservoir 
shall not be filled with water until after the 








expiration 
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expiration of a specified time. And that 
during such time it shall be —— to the 
Home Office or the Board of Trade to pro- 
hibit the undertakers from allowing water to 
be let into such reservoir. But if, within the 
— time, no such prohibition be issued, 
then it may be competent to the undertakers 
to fill the reservoir with water. : 

6. And, further, your Committee having 

- found that large reservoirs have at times been 

allowed to decay and become dangerous, they 
would suggest that an adequate supervision 
over all large reservoirs should be maintained 
by the Home Office or the Board of ‘Trade, 
and to that end, from time to time competent 
persons should be sent to inspect and report 
upon such reservoirs. 

7. Your Committee do not intend to di- 
minish in any degree the responsibility of 
undertakers of waterworks, contemplated by 
the Bill referred to this Committee, to pay 
all such damage as may result from the water 
stored by them. In the opinion of your 
Committee the provisions by which such re- 
sponsibility is imposed on such undertakers 
should be stringent and completely unam- 
biguous. 

Your Committee believe that to give effect to 
their suggestions, by legislation, would require 
much care, time, and great consideration, which at 
this advanced period of the Session cannot be 
afforded to the subject. They, therefore, deter- 
mined to proceed no further with the consideration 
of the Bill referred to them. And thereupon 
your Committee came to the following Resolu-

Jord, Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod: 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords, authorized by virtue of Her Majesty’s 
Commissions, for declaring Her Royal Assent to 
several Acts agreed upon by both Houses, and for 
proroguing the present Parliament, desire the 
immediate attendance of this Honourable House , 
in - House of Peers, to hear the Commissions 
read. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the House, went 
up to the House of Peers, where a Commission 
under the Great Seal was read, giving, declaring 
and notifying the Royal Assent to the several Acts 
therein mentioned; and the Lords, thereby autho- 
tized, declared the Royal Assent to the said Acts, 
as follow :

And afterwards, a Speech of the Lords Commis- 
sioners was delivered to both Houses by the Lord 
President, as followeth :— 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


We are commanded by Her Majesty to release 
you from further attendance in Parliament, and, 


at the same time, to convey to you Her Majesty’s |: 


acknowledgments for the zeal and assiduity with 
which you have applied yourselves to the discharge 
of your duties in the Session now brought to a close. 

Ve are further commanded to inform you that 
as the present Parliament has now so nearly lasted 
the period assigned by Law for the duration of 
Parliaments, that you could not enter upon an- 
other yearly Session with advantage to the public 
interest, it is Her Majesty’s intention immediately 
to dissolve the present Parliament, and to issue 
Writs for the calling of a new one. 

But Her Mejesty cannot take leave of you with- 
out commanding us to express to you Her Ma- 
jesty’s deep sense of the zeal and public. spirit 
which, during the six years of your existence as a 
Parliament, you have constantly displayed in the 
discharge of important functions, and tendering to 
you Her Majesty’s warm acknowledgment for 
the many good measures which you have sub- 
mitted for Her acceptance, and which have greatly 
conduced to the diminution of the public burthens, 
and to the encouragement of the industry, to the 
increase of the wealth, and to the promotion of the 
welfare and happiness of Her Majesty’s People. 

We are commanded to inform you that Her 
Majesty’s relations with Foreign Powers are 
friendly and satisfactory, and She trusts that there 
are no questions pending which are likely to lead 
to any disturbance of the Peace of Europe. 


Her Majesty rejoices that the Civil War in 


North America has ended; and She trusts that 
the evils caused by that long conflict may be re- 
paired, and that prosperity may be restore in the 
States which have suffered from the contest. 

Her Majesty regrets that the conferences and 
communications between Her Majesty’s North 
American Provinces, on the subject of the union 
of those Provinces in a Confederation, have not 
yet led to a satisfactory result. Such a union 
would afford additional strength to those Pro- 
vinces, and give facilities for many internal im- 
provements. Her Majesty has received gratifying 
assurances of the devoted loyalty of Her North 
American subjects. 

Her Majesty rejoices at the continued tranquil- 
lity and increasing prosperity of Her Indian Do- 
minions; and She trusts that the large supply 
which those Territories will afford of the raw 
material of Manufacturing Industry, together with 
the termination of the Civil War inthe United States 
of North America, will prevent the recurrence of 
the distress which long prevailed among the Ma- 
nufacturing Population of some of the Northern 
Counties. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


Her Majesty commands us to convey to you 
Her warm acknowledgments for the liberal Supplies 
which you have granted to Her Majesty for the Ser- 
vice of the present year, and towards the permanent 
defence of Her Majesty’s Dockyards and Arsenals. 

The Commercial Treaty which Her Majesty 
has recently concluded with Prussia and the other 
States composing the German Commercial Union, 
has, by Her Majesty’s Commands, been laid before 
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you. Her Majesty trusts that this Treaty will 
contribute to the development of Commercial 
Relations between this Country and Germany, 
and will promote the interests of the several Coun- 
tries which are parties to it. 

Her Majesty commands us to assure you that 
Her attention will continue to be directed to all 
such measures as may be calculated to extend and 
to place on a sound footing the Trade between 
Her Majesty’s Dominions and Foreign Countries. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


Her Majesty has given Her cordial assent to 
many measures of public usefulness, the result of 
your labours in the Session now brought to a close. 

The Act for rendering the expenses incurred 
for the support of the Poor chargeable upon the 
whole of a Union, instead of being confined to 
separate parishes, will diminish the hardship in- 
flicted upon the labouring Poor by reason of re- 
movals from parish to parish. 

The Partnership Amendment Act will tend to 
encourage the profitable employment of Capital. 

The Courts of Justice Building and Concen- 
tration Acts will, it is hoped, lessen the expense 
and shorten the duration of legal proceedings. 

The Clerical Subscription Act, founded on the 
recommendation of a Royal Commission, will re- 
move objections which have been felt to the num- 
ber and variety of the forms of Subscription and 
Declaration hitherto required of the Clergy. 

The management and discipline of Prisons will 
be improved by the Act for the consolidation and 
amendment of the Laws on that subject. 

The County Court Equitable Jurisdiction Act 
will give a useful extension to the Local Admi- 
nistration of Justice. 

The Act for consolidating: the Comptrollershi 
of the Exchequer with the Board of Audit will 
tend to increase the efficiency of the arrangements 
for auditing the Public Accounts. 

The Act for establishing the Record of Titles 
in Jreland will render more easy and secure the 
Transfer of Land. 

The Act for amending the Laws which govern 
the Constabulary Force in Ireland will tend to 
prevent the recurrence of such disorders as hap- 
pened last year at Belfast. 

The Colonial Naval Defence Act has removed 
restrictions which have hitherto prevented the Co- 
lonies from taking effectual measures for their own 
defence against attacks by sea. 

Her Majesty lias also gladly given Her assent 
to many other useful measures of less general im- 
portance. 

The Electors of the United Kingdom will soon 
be called upon again to choose their Representa- 
tives in Parliament; and Her Majesty fervently 
prays that the blessing of Almighty God may 
attend their proceedings, and may guide them 
towards the attainment of the object of Her Ma- 
jesty’s constant solicitude, the welfare and happi- 
ness of Her People. 


Then a Commission for proroguing the Parlia- 
ment was read, 


After which the Lord President said : 
My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


By virtue of Her Majesty’s Commission, under Parliament 
the Great Seal, to us and other Lords directed, prorogued, 


and now read, we do, in Her Majesty’s Name, and 
in obedience to Her Commands, prorogue this Par- 
liament to Wednesday the 12th day of July instant, 
to be then here holden; and this Parliament is 
accordingly prorogued to Wednesday the 12th day 
of July instant.
